Washington, D. C., April 12.—[Special.]— 
For once, at least, the women of the coun- 
try owe a debt of near eg to the United 
States senate. 

Mindful of their 3 and as a rebuke 
to the original attitude ot Representative 
Boutell and the subsequent unexpected ob- 
jection of Representative Mann, the senate 
has knocked out the objectionable rates 
fixed by the house on hosiery and gloves and 
has done several other things which will be 
particularly grateful to the women them- 
selves. 

Moreover, the thing has been done in such 
a way that it is not likely the house will 
insist upon its original increases because 
the attitude of the senate absolutely pre- 
yents the house rates being taken as party 
action. 

Furthermore, the senate has made a num- 
ber of other reductions, and the bill as the 
finance committee has reported it is so vastly 
superior in every respect to that which came 
out from the ways and means committee 
that one wonders the members of the 
house themselves should have been content- 
ed at any time with any such measure. 


Genuine Downward Revision. 
Several things are left unsettled in the bill 
as reported from the senate finance com- 
mittee, but the tendency is a genuine revi- 
sion downward, which was completely 
ignored by the house. On the whole, if the 
senate bill as reported today were to be 
passed tomorrow it would be substantially a 
redemption of the pledge in the Republican 
platform, whereas the house bill was noto- 

riously an effort to evade that pledge. 
It is comparatively easy to summarize the 
senate bill. Lumber is made to pay a duty of 


bill. Iron ore has been taken from the free 
list, and made dutiable at 25 cents per ton, a 
reduction of 15 cents from the Dingley rate. 
Common earthenware remains the same as 


advance in the class of ware which goes 
on the poor man’s table. 

Gloves, hosiery, and the entire woolen 
schedule go back to the Dingley rates. There 
are several changes in the cotton schedules 
‘which concern chiefly the scientific valuation 

of cloth. The senate has decided to 


put cocoa, like tea and coffee, spice and“ 


petroleum, on the free list. The effort of 
the house to prevent the importation of Turk- 
ish tobacco, which is used largely in cigarets, - 
was thrown down by the senate without hesi- 
tation. 

Cut on Farm Products. 

The effort of the house to cut tariff rates 
on agricultural products has not met the ap- 
proval of the senate committee. and the Ding- 
ley rates have been everywhere restored. Re- 
fined sugar continues to be treated with a 
prohibitive duty, the same as was voted by 
the house committee on ways and means. 
Coal, hides, and wood pulp are to be given 
separate treatment later on, and an entirely 
new but rational maximum and minimum 
section will be added to the bill after all the 
rates are fixed. 

For the purpose of securing a needed rev- 
enue which was almost wholly neglected by 
the house committee, the senate committee 
has resorted to the schedule which covers 
imported spirits, wines, and other beverages. 

On the theory that the luxuries and not the 
necessities of life should be taxed, there isa 
general advance in the rates on all spirituous 
beverages. For instance, brandy ie ad- 
vanced from $2.25 to $2.60 per proof gallon. 
The increase on cordials is thesame. Cham- 
pagne and other sparkling wines are as- 
sessed $9.60 per dozen quarts instead of 88. 
Still wines, containing less than 14 per cent 


per gallon, and other grades of both still and 
sparkling wines are taxed in proportion. Ale, 

porter, and beer advance from 40 to 45 cents, 
malt extract in bottles being given the same 
increase, and the lower grades of cherry juice 
and fruit spirits advance in the same pro- 
portion. 


Glove Increase Meant Loss. 

That this section will produce a large in- 
crease in the revenue is well known, and it is 
strange the house should not have resorted to 
this schedule to secure the money the treas- 
ury needs so sorely. The reduction on the 
prohibitive prices proposed to be fixed by the 
house on gloves and hosiery also will save a 
positive loss of revenue on those articles, 
which are now imported freely, but which 
under the house bill could not be brought into 
this country at all. 

It should be understood, of course, that the 
bill submitted by the senate finance com- 
mittee today is largely tentative. The senate 
has no ironclad rules which can be applied to 
prevent amendments. The result is that every 
line and every paragraph of the bill is sub- 
ject to change in the open senate. The. 
chances are, however, that the committee 
draft will go through in its sybstantial fea- 
tures. 

The committee decided to leave out for the 
present both hides and coal, on which there is 
likely to be a hard fight with a general break- 
ing down of party lines. Mr. Aldrich also re-

Illinois outside of Chicago three candidates 
for Circuit judge may be nominated by each 
party. In most cases only the dominating 
political party will make the three nomina- 
tions, usually the sitting judges.. In scat- 
tered circuits there is a hot fight for the juicy 
plums. 

In the fifth Supreme court district Justice 
John P. Hand is a candidate for renomina- 
tion on the Republican ticket. The sole can- 
didate for the Democratic nomination is 
Charles C. Craig of Galesburg, son of former 
Justice Alfred M. Craig, who had been on the 
Supreme bench for twenty-seven years when 
his term of office ended. 


To Nominate One Alderman. 


In Chicago, in the Thirty-second ward, 
there is to be a special primary election to 
nominate an alderman to succeed former 
Ald. Homer E. Tinsman, who resigned to be- 
come a candidate for Circuit judge too late 
for his successor to be elected at last Tues- 
day’s municipal election. 

In Cook county the Republicans and Dem- 
ocrats, through the party organizations, have 
indorsed fourteen candidates each for the 
Circuit court judgeships. For the Supérior 
court place Judge Theodore Brentano is a 
candidate to succeed himself and William 
Brown Jr. is the sole candidate on the Demo- 
cratic ticket. The Socialists have settled 
their nominations among themselves, and 
today’s primary, so far as they are concerned, 
is a perfunctory and unnecessary legal affair. 

The judicial nominations for the two big 
parties, however, are quite hazy as primary 
election day arrives, and while the main cogs 
in the respective machines are almost satis- 
fied that the slates will go through without 
trouble they were a bit worried last night 
concerning whether the organizations can be 
turned out in sufficient force to put over the 
slate tickets. 


Carry Party Indorsement.

imbedded in the wall twelve inches above the 
pillow on which Arrigo lay asleep. 

Filhpellt, with his 2 year old son in his arms, 
had left his store and was about to cross the 
street to his residence when two men ran 
out from behind a fence and one of them, 
Tony Baffa, knocked the baby from the fa- 
ther's arms, then attempted to stab him. 
Baffa’s comrade, believed to be an Italian 
known as Carlo, became frightened at the 
cry raised by the wife and fled, leaving the 
two men struggling in the street. 

Baffa knocked Fillipelli down and while 
the men were rolling over the pavement, 
Baffa is said to have fired two shots, one of 
which entered the grocer’s abdomen. 


Dying Man Holds Assassin. 

Fillipelli, by a great effort, knocked the 
weapon from the hand of his assailant and 
then held him until the arrival of Detectives 
Haggerty and Swain of the Grand Crossing 
police station. He was then taken to St. 
Bernard's hospital, where he died at midé- 
night. 

Baffa was taken to the Grand Crossing 
police station, where he was identified by 
the wife of his victim. He was taken to the 
hospital and when Fillipelli’s head was raised 
by a nurse he nodded his head and in a weak 
voice accused Baffa of having shet him. 
Baffa denied doing the shooting, but ad- 
mitted he was on the scene, accompanied by 
Carlo, who on March 15 had been placed 

under a peace bond of $300 after having at- 
tacked a citizen. 

G. Allo, a saloonkeéper, who lives at 7600 
Greenwood avenue, identified Baffa as the 
man who entered his saloon two weeks ago, a 
short time after a letter purporting to be 
from the Black Hand” society and de- 
manding $1,000 was found on his bar. Aillo 
said the letter contained a threat against his 
life if he fatled to leave the money in a tin 
can at the rear of his place and move from 
the district within a week. 


Victim’s Relative Shot At. 

Joseph Cario, a brother-in-law of Fillipelli, 
received a letter last fall similar to that sent 
to the saloonkeeper demanding money and 
his removal from the district. Carlo, who 
has an interest in the grocery and lives with 
the Fillipelli family, paid no attention to it 
and a few weeks ago, while working in his 
barn at the rear of the store he was fired on 
by some one, but escaped uninjured. 

The police are guarding the Fillipelli rest- 
dence in fear that an attack may be made on 
the wife and child of the victim, and today 
the district will be searched in the hope of 
finding the other members of the supposed 
„ Black Hand gang. 

Mrs. Fillipelli became hysterical when she 
learned tuat her husband was dead and a 
physician was called to attend her. When 
questioned by the police she sald: 

“ My husband and I were going home when 
he was attacked. The child was knocked 
from his arms, but escaped injury. I ran and 
picked up the baby to keep it from being hurt 
at the same time screaming for help. One 
man ran away and Baffa shot my husband as 
he lay on the ground. 

The police believe an organized gang is at-

to build north of the river to ifclude provi- 
sion in the passenger steaemship pier for a 
third deck to be used solely for recreation 
purposes. ; 

Indorsement by Mayor. 

The reference of the mayor to the plan 
was? 

I desire to suggest that in dealing with 
harbdor questions the importance of creat- 
ing commercial utilities be not permitted 
to obscure completely the importance of 
amusement utilities. In connection with 
outer harbor development particularly, if 
euch should be undertaken, the needs of 
residents of congested districts, who have 
all too little access to the lake front, 
should be met with provision for recrea- 
tion piers or in such other way as may be 


N indorsing the project was 


introduced by Ald. Milton J. Foreman, who 
evinced a strong interest in favor of the 
plan. It read as follows: 

Resolved, That it is the opinion of the 
city council of the city of Chicago that 
the consideration of plans for the con- 
‘struction of recreation pliers should be 
immediately taken up.

Draft of Plans Nearly Ready. 


President Pugh announced that the plans 
for the three piers projected by the Pugh 
Terminal company are so well advanced that 
a rough draft of the- proposition probably 
will be submitted to Mayor Busse within the 
next two weeks. Had it not been for his 
deciaion to include in them provision for a 
recreatton pier they would have been ready 
for presentation to the new council the first 
Week Of its existence. 

„ Bince considering the recommendations 
of Tae Tripuns,” he said, “I have not only 
been convinced of the feasibility of the third 
deck plan but I also am delighted with the 
scheme. I have instructed the architects and 


addition at once. They are working on it now. 


Wants Something Tangible. 

“The reason the plan has not been brought 
before the council before Is that I want some- 
thing tangible to show. I don't believe in 
talking about mythical things. The plans 
are improving every step we progress, Last 
Friday evening we had twenty-two . lake 
steamship men at dinner to talk them over 
and we found a radical change that was a 
great advance. That was an improvement 
in the method of handling freight. Through 
our piers we will be able to use car floats 
that will enable us to transfer cars within 
two hours. Under the present system the 
delays of the belt line around the city fre- 
quently consume as much as three or four 
gays. 

That is the way we are going at it—with 
consideration of every part of the problem— 
the freight traffic, the surface transporta- 
tion of passengers, the needs of the pack- 
age, freight, and passenger steamship lines, 
and every other phaseof the poseibilities that 
arise. 

Viewed Practically by Evans. 


Another indorsement of the recreation fea- 
ture of the piers was given by Dr. W. A. 
Evans commissioner of health. 

An investment in such an improvement 
would pay for itself by the betterment of 
public health almost immediately.“ was his 
declaration. In the first place, there are 
so many sick persons—especially babies and 
children—whose health would improve every 
minute they were out there above the lake. 

“The two chief advantages of such piers 
come from the greater coolness and purity 
of the air. There is no question that the 
temperature above the lake on hot days is 
much lower than it is inland and the breezes 
that blow there are even so much cleaner 
than those inshore. Considered from that 
standpoint, the piers would be a great im- 
provement over the parks, so far as health 
is concerned.”

Economy in Electricity. 

The expenditures of the electrical depart- 
ment have grown materially, due partly to 
the cost of additional construction and partly 
to added maintenance by reason of the en- 
larged system of municipal lighting; but, 
while the number of lamps in service has in- 
creased 78.20 per cent in five years, the num- 
ber bf employés in the street lighting service 
has increased only 36.04 per cent. 

“The average number of lamps operated 
per employé was 49.01 in 1908, as against 
37.42 in 1908, and the average cost in salaries 
per lamp in the electrical lighting service 
was $22.54 in 10908, as against $24.06 in 19038. 

In the electrical inspection division of the 
department of electricity we find that while 
the number of men employed has increased. 
and, therefore, the amount paid in salaries 
has increased actually, it has not increased 
relatively in proportion to the work done, be- 
cause proportionately more work and better 
work is now done than in the years when the 
expenditure was less. ‘ 

In 1908 the number of inspections per man 
was only 1,143, and in 1908 the number of in- 
spections per man was 2,364, and the amount 
earned for the department per man in this in- 
spection service was dowhled in five years. 


Work of Law Department. 

“The expenditure for salaries in the law 
department has increased on the face of 
things, but the increase is more apparent 
than real when the factsare analyzed. Since 
1905 the lawyers employed on spegial assess- 
ment work have been carried on hb pay roll 
of the corporation counsel’s office: fore 
that they were on the roll of the board of lo- 
cal improvements. Until this administration 
came into office large sums of money were 
ae out for the employment of special coun- 
sel. 

“The corporation counsel's office is now 
doing more work than was ever done in the 
history of that office, and the cost of it ap- 
pears substantially the same as the cost in 
1905 and the years following when the sums 
expended for special counsel in those years 
are figured in with the regular pay roll.

By way of illustration, however, I 
shall take this opportunity to call atten- 
tion to certain conspicuous cases of increased 
expenditure and the perfectly obvious rea- 
sons therefor. 


Advance in Police Efficiency. 
During the last four years in response to 
a public demand for a larger police force, 
this demand arising from extended growth 
of the city and apprehengion of the people in 
the matter of public safety, additional pa- 
trolmen have been provided, new police sta- 
tions have been constructed and old ones re- 
paired and the mounted police have been 
made a réality, all of which demand in con- 
junction with the automatic increase in the 
salaries of new patrolmen as they pass from 
grade to grade in point of service, has in- 
creased the cost of maintaining the police 
department approximately $2,000,000. 

“In the fire department protection to the 
growing sections of the city, the renewal of 
worn out and antiquated apparatus, the 
building of new engine houses, and rehabili- 
tation of old onee have increased the annual 
expenditure of this department in four years 
approximately $1,100,000, or about 40 per 
cent. 

And, although more work and improve- 
ment has been accomplished in these re- 
spects than for twenty years prior, the ne- 
cessities have only been partially supplied. 


Streets and Sewers Improved. 

The street and sewer bureaus of the de- 
partment of public works have spent about 
$2,000,000 more than four years ago, and as a 
reason for it have improved their services in 
marked degree and have taken on and per- 
formed additional duties.

“I here and now ask the cotperation of 
your honorable body through the work of 
your various committees and through your 
legisiative functions in helping to secure this 
result—the checking of expenditures at every 
| possible point, sd that our financial outgo may 
be had sufficiently below the face of the ap- 
propriation bill to keep the total of expendi. 
ture well within dur resources. 


Much Waste in Salaries. 

This task of paring down expenditures is 
made especially difficult by the fact that 
so large a proportion of our total expendi- 
ture has to go for salaries. ..pproximately 
$14,500,000 out of $21,000,000 is so spent. Tne 
salary account undoubtedly covers some 
waste; Some of it is due to duplication of 
work on books and records in various de- 
partments; some of it to the employment of 
a multitude of * inspectors ’ of various kinds, 
each of whom specializes in one particular 
kind of ‘inspection,’ when he could prob- 
ably take on the ‘inspection’ tasks of two 
or three other ‘specialists’ without being 
overworked. | 

“The uncovering and eliminating of all 
of this waste is no easy task, to be accom- 
plished in an hour. The system responsible 
for it is the product of years and years of 
slow growth, becoming stronger all the time 
as well made concrete hardens with age, and 
it will take much moral and mental dyna- 
mite to break it up. 


Regrading a Big Help. 

Some of this waste will be uncovered 
and eliminated, it is hoped, by the regraaing 
of the employés in the classified service, 
which has already been undertaken and 
which I regard as the most important step 
toward eliminating favoritism and putting 
the civil service on a sound basis that has 
ever been taken in Chicago. 

Certain other measures for the elimina- 
tion of duplication and waste are under con- 
sideration and it is hoped will be worked 
out in the n future. 

„Some saving can be made, too, by re- 
fraining from filling vacancies which occur 
in the classified service from time to time 
as employés drop out to enter other em- 
ployment. Few .city employés are over- 
worked, and the duties of those who drop 
out can in most cases be assumed by those 
who remain without overburdening them. 
For the elimination of waste and reduction 
of expenditures by all of these and other 
means, I respectfully bespea.~ the codpera- 
tion of your honorable body. 


Saving th Modern Methods. 


Improved methods of doing business in 
the city hall make it easier than ever before, 
I believe, to practice the economy due to our 
shortened income without impairing the ef- 
ficiency of municipal service. By reason of 
better system and more businesslike admin- 
istration practically every department of the 
municipal government can now do and hence- 
forth will do better work at the same cost 
than it could have done two or three years 
ago. Some of these improvements in munici- 
pal administration are worthy of special men- 
tion. 

“ The immense department of public works, 
embracing the important bureaus of water, 
streets, sewers, bridges, engineering, water 
pipe ext on, etc., formerly was probably 
as loosely ed as any department in the 
municipal government ever was.

In consequence of the admirable and com- 
plete report made by the harbor commis- 
sion covering all phases of Chicago's Water 
front problems and possfDilities, ma im- 
portant questions affecting our harborgitu- 
ation will undoubtedly come before your hòön- 
orable body during the current year, 


Economy in Improvements. 


“The board of local improvements is able 
to point with pride to the fact that 
average price per square foot for cement 
sidewalks laid under city contract was lower 
in 1008 than in any year since the present 
sidewalk ordinance specifications went into 
effect. 

The board has also changed the method 
of receiving bids on contracts, with a view 
of securing greater secrecy, which has led 
to more open and strenuous competition, so 
that now we find contracts being let at prices 
from 15 to 25 per cent under what they 
were two years ago. 

“The law department has systematizeu its 
work and established a trial bureau so that 
the various assistants in that department 
do not have cases in various courts on the 
same day, all of which facilitates the set- 
tlement of cases and the handiing of busi- 
ness. . 

“Tt also has undertaken the compilation 
of the special and general ordinances. ine 
special ordinances have not been republished 
since 1888 and the general ordinances -‘~-~e 
u and these ordinances have been mod. edu 
so materially in the years gone by that not 
only the city law department but the judges 
| of the Municipal court experience great dif- 
ficulty in determining what the law is, all 
of which will be cured by the work now 
going on. 

Prevent Suits by Inspections. 


“The department for the inspection of 
steam boilers, steam and cooling plants has 
progressed from the mere inspection of boi)- 
ers and vessels under pressure to a depart- 
ment equipped to advise with and instruct 
owners, users, and operators of steam and 
cooling plants in the installation as well ag 
the regulation of all types of power plants. 

“The application of intelligence and ex- 
pert knowledge in this department has been 
so beneficial that under the present adminis- 
tration this department has cleaned up all 
disputed claims and adjusted all misunder- 
st@ndings, and all fees have been paid with- 
out one law suit, it having been unnecessary 
during the last year to take anybody into 
court. 

The department of weights and measures 
has practically stopped shortweighing in the 
groceries and butcher shops, has checked and 
eventually will eliminate short weights in coal 
and kindred commodities. and has required 
milk sellers to sell full measure. 

“The city collector in codperation with the 
city controller has‘been instrumental in se- 
curing legislation changing the license period 
for many kinds of licensed business, so that 
hereafter there will be some income for the 
city around the ist of January, when the 
practice has been to meet the pay roll only 
partly and to pay no bills because there was 
no available cash. 

“The city collector has also been instru- 
mental in securing legislation which, it is be 
lieved, will materially improve the method 
of collecting licenses, will serve the conven- 
lence better than ever before to those who 
must come to the city hall to take out licenses. 
and which will, dy systematic checking up and 
notification of persons required to take out 
licenses, in the long run materially increase 
the city’s revenue from this source. 


Credit to Finance Department.

torlum. The first adjective goes unhesitat- 
ingly to the performance; the second would 
not be ill applied to it also, but really bet- 
ter describes the audience, The perform- 
ande was the most brilliant and most satis- 
factory as a whole that Aldea” ever has 
received in Chicago.

The musical elements 
were held by the gifted Italian in the palm 
of his hand. and he fashioned, guided and 
dullt them up just as he wished. making of 
them tonal structures of wondrous beauty 
and immense impressiveness. The producer 
had supplied settings of high worth and cos- 
tumes of the most admirable harmony. The 
scenes were each of them fine in their sug- 
gestion of solidity and spaciousness, in their 
richness and nicety of coloring and their big 
atmospheric quality. They were each of 
them similar to those which the Auditorium

Performance Finished in Detail.

In the first place the Metropolitan 
opera house orchestra has been brought on in 
its entirety—at least as much of it as was 
needed for the performance last night. This 
is the first time in the history of the organ- 
ization's visits here that this has been done.

Zenatello’s Voice of Great Beauty. 

Sig. Zenatello made the 108s ort Gdardso in 
nowisé keenly felt. The young Italian does 
not ‘possess a voice which is the equal of Ca- 
ruso’s, for the equal of that voice does not 
exist, or at least if it does it is not before the 
public. But Zenatello’s organ is one of great 
beauty, clear, vibrant, free, and powerful. 
He sings from a wide open throat, just as 
does Caruso, and he is lavish with his high 
notes. He sings intelligently and with much 
dramatic fervor, acts in the conventional 
manner, and made a decidedly favorable im- 
pression. His Celesta Aida’’ was off key 
a bit, but there has not been a tenor ever 
heard in opera performance in Chicago—no 
one from Campanini, Jean De Reszke, and 
Caruso down—who has not wriggled off the 
pitch in the opening phrases, so Zenatello’s 
deviations need not be counted against him. 

Mme, Homer was a source of constant de- 

light. Her voice is now one of the most lus- 
cfous and perfected mezzo-sopranos on the 
stage, and Amneris suits both it and her to 
the finest detail She was a picture all the 
time she was in view last night and she sang 
superbly. Sig. Amato as Amonasro gave 
evidences of voice and talent which make him 
a valuable and worthy addition to the Metro- 
politan forces. His voice is a baritone of 
brilhancy and power and well schooled, and 
he sang and acted the Ethiopian king ex- 
cellently. Sig. Didur ‘as the High Priest 
was acceptable without being exceptional, 
Mr. Rossi was similarly qualified as the King, 
and Mme. Sparkes gave the music of the 
priestess admirably.

Saiter, however, said Floyd was infatuat 
with Miss Gurkles, and that when he learne 
a week ago that she was to be married, it 
broke hig heart and ended his interest in 
life. He said Miss Gurkles had left the 
hotel six months ago and that he did not 
know where she was. 

Floyd went to the Windsor<lifton about 
1 o’clock Sunday.

» The house paragraph, however, was loosely 
constructed. It fixed no one upon whom 
should fall the duty of deciding when a for- 
eign country discriminated against America 
and when it did not.

He has no uj.8- 
cretion in the matter except in so far as to 
decide the question of discrimination and 
then apply our maximum and minimum rates

Bill Nearer Taft Plan. 

The senate committee has withheld action 
on this section, so that the rates might be 
taken up on their merits. It also will intro- 
duce later on a new administrative plan cov- 
ering the collection of duties and the assess- 
ment of value. 

Politically speaking, the senate tariff bill 
is much more likely to receive the approval 
of President Taft than would have been the 
ease if the house bill had remained as it was 
passed by that body. The people themselves, 
and particularly those who wanted to see a 
real revision downward, probably will prefer 
the senate measure to the house bill, and it is 
undeniably better from a general political 


point of view. besides probably being more 


of a revenue producer. 

The house committee unfortunately went 
on the theory that if it increased duties it 
necessarily added to the revenue. The treas- 
ury experts, and the wise men like Senator 
Aldrich, knew well that when the rates of 
duty are increased to a prohibitive point the 
importations necessarily cease and revenue 
declines. 


Reductions in Public’s Favor. 

The senate has made many reductions, a 
umber of them below the house bill and 
many below the existing law. The increases, 
on the whole, are small, and the chances are 
they wil! stand an attack in a campaign much 
better than any of those proposed by the 
house. The demands of the farmers and of 
women have been particularly well attended 
to by the senate. Practically all the rates 
on farm products, including meat, in which 
‘ reductions were made by the house com- 
mittee have been restored to the Dingley 
figures. |

Want to Fight Sugar Trust. 
There would be no chance to loge, because 
the conference committee would be limited 
to figures between the house and senate 
rates, whatever they might be. 
There is a strong disposition in the senate 
to make a fight on sugar. That concerns, of 
course, the duty only on the rttined article, 
Which is the finished product of the trust. 
An immense amount of revenue now is 
raised, but it all comes from raw material. 
Many senators as well as representatives 
would like to reduce the rates on refined 
sugar. The difticulty in doing this, however, 
arises from the fact that if the rates on 
refined sugar are reduced sufficiently, no 
more raw sugar would be imported at all. 
This would be death to the trust, of course, 
but it would also be a bitter blow to the 
American tarmers who are endeavoring to 
build up a market for beet sugar. There is 
A belief, however, that the differential rate 
on refined sugar can be reduced consider- 
ably so as to decrease the profits of the trust 
and not injure the American beet sugar 
growers. : . 
Senator Aldrich proposes to make his for- 
mal statement next Thursday and the de- 
bate will begin at once and continue indefi- 
nitely.

Aldrich Summarizes the Work. 


The following summary of the action of the 
finance committee was given out by Chair- 
man Aldrich: 

In the main, the rates in the tariff bill, as 
reported from the senate finance committes, 
are lower than those in the bill as it passed 
the house, the actual number of reductions 

ing about three times the number of in- 
reases. Such increases as have been made 
have been largely rendered necessary to pre- 
serve the symmetry of the schedules. A con- 
siderable number of articles in common use 
have been taken from the dutiable list of the 
house bill and restored to the free list. The 
great mass of the rates reported are below 
those of the existing law. 

In schedule A (the chemical schedule) the 
principal changes are in the nature of re- 
ductions below the house bill. One important 
change is in putting distilled and expressed 
oils upon the free list. 

In schedule B (earths and earthenware) 
the rates remain largely the same. In the 
house bill, by a change in phraseology from 
the existing law, the duties on common earth- 
enware in two colors are raised from 25 to 60 
per cent. The committee has reduced them 
to the rates of the existing law. In glass and 
glassware the rates remain the same as in 
the house bill. 


Iron Ore Still Dutiable. 


The senate committee restored iron ore to 
the dutiable list at 25 cents per ton—a re- 
duction of 15 cents a ton from the Dingley 
rate. The house had made large reductions 
in this schedule throughout. Nearly all 
these reductions have been retained by the 
senate committee. In addition to those made 
by the house, the senate committee has 
made a large number of other reductions. 

The senate committee has retained the 
house rate on lead ore of 1% cents per pound, 
but has been obliged to raise the rates on 
lead products throughout the bill to corre- 
spond with this duty on lead ore. 

In schedule DN wood and manufactures of 
wood), the senate has taken the house rate of 
$1 a thousand on rough lumber, a reduction 
of $1 from the Dingley law, and has retained 
the house rates on manufactures of woods, 
nearly all showing reductions from the Ding- 
ley rates. The only important change in the 
schedule made by the senate committee was 
the restoration of imported hardwoods to the 
free list. 

The senate committee left the sugar sched- 
ule as it came from the hous ‘but reduced 
the house rate on sugar in the biscuits and 
wafers from 50 to 20 per cent. 

The tobacco schedule remains unchanged. 


Farm Products Duties Restored. 


The agricultural schedule. including meat 
products, remains practically unchanged 
from existing law, but where reductions were 
made by the house the senate committee has 
restored the Dingley rates in response to the 
demands of farmers zhroughout the country 
and of the representatives of the great agri- 
cultural interests. 

Fish remains as it came from the house. 

The senate has returned cocoa to the free 
list, believing that an article of such general 
consumption, both as a beverage and in all 
forms of chocolate, should no more be made 
dutiable than tea or coffee. The committee 
felt that if it was necessary to increase the 
revenue it could be done better on luxuries 
than on the everyday necessities of life. 

The senate committee has applied the same 
principle to spices and has restored them to 
the free list, where they always have been. 
Again, on the same principle, the senate com- 
mittee has increased the rates on spirits and 
wines 15 per cent throughout, which, it is 
estimated, will yield an additional revenue 
of $3,000,000, most of which will come from 
the increased duty on champagne. 


Changes in Cotton Schedule. 


In the cotton schedule there has been an 
extension of the specific rates to cover a 
class of fancy goods and novelties which are 
covered in the existing law by ad valorem 
rates. The resulting ad valorem rates bave 
not been increaBed. 

The average rates in the cotton schedule, 
other than the rates on fancies and novelties, 
remain the same. There is one exception to 
this statement. and that is the reduction 
from the house bill on fashioned hosiery, 
where the committee has recommended the 
restoration of the rates of the existing law. 
The committee contemplates a still further 
substitution of specific for ad valorem rates 
in other paragraphs of the bill. 

Raw flax has been restored by the senate 


committee to the dutiable list. otherwise 


the schedule remains substantially asit tame 
from the house. 
The senate committee has restored the rates 


tured, or advanced beyond hammering, roll- 
ing, or casting. The duty of three-tenths of 
a cent per pound which was placed by the 
ways and means committee on structural fron 
was made to apply to structural shapes, 
whether plain or punched, or fitted for use. 

The provision for a separate duty on un- 
tempered steel bands and tempered banda, 
respectively, has been cut out. Iron and 
steel plates with layers of other metal, im- 
posed by forging or welding, have a duty of 
40 per cent ad valorem imposed upon them 
instead of the 45 per cent duty in the bill 
as it passed the house. Sheets of iron or 
steel, polished, have a reduction of one- 
fourth of a cent per pound made in the duty. 

Several slight changes are made in the 
provision for steel not specially provided 
tor. A specific rate of 11 cents per pound 
has been placed on steel wool, and the para- 
graph covering diamond steel has been 
stricken out. The paragraph defining the 
terms iron plates, steel plates, plate iron, 
and plate steel also has been eliminated. 
Slight reductions have been made in nearly 
all the duties contained in the wire schedule, 


Steel Rails Left Unchanged. 

The general provisions covering the fron 
and steel schedule, which specify the classi- 
fication and rules for collecting the duties 
on iron and steel products, have been 
stricken out and other provisions, having 
practically the same effect, but reading dif- 
ferently, have been substituted. 

The duty on steel rails was left at $3.92 
per ton as fixed by the house bill, but it is 
stated that this may be slightly increased 
when the metal schedules are taken up on 
the floor. 

‘The paragraph covering automobiles has 
been made to include tires, axles, and ball 
bearings, and they are made subject to the 
duty of 45 per cent ad valorem. Reductions 
have been made in the rates on anvils, black- 
smith’s hammers and sledges, bolts, cast- 
ings of malieable iron, swords, and side arms, 
cut nails, cut spikes, nuts and washers, and 
horseshoes. 2 

The increases in the fron and steel schedule 
are on lap welded and certain other iron or 
steel tubes, cutlery, sewing machines, en- 
graved steel plate, wood screws made of iron 
or steel, and umbrella ribs. 


Antimony Is Made Dutiable. 

Antimony ore is taken from the free list 
and assessed at the rate of 1 cent per pound 
on the antimony contents therein contained. 
Antimony, as regulus or metal, comes in for 
an increase of & of a cent per pound. Pig 
lead, lead dross, chrome of chremean metal, 
ferrophosphorus, ferrotungsten. ferrosili- 
con, and similar metals receive material in- 
creases. 

While practically no changes are made in 
the hide or leather schedules, compound rates 
are provided for patent leather, and chamois 
skins are specifically mentioned with a duty 
of 20 per cent ad valorem. 

The provision of the Payne bill permitting 
the free entry of agricultural implements 
under certain conditions has been stricken 
out, but various increases have been made in 
the duties coming under the agricultural 
schedule. On barley: and barley malt are 
levied the same duties as are provided in the 
Dingley law, 30 cents and 45 cents per bushel 
respectively. The rates on corn, oats, and 
wheat have been increased 5 cents per bushel, 
and the duty on rye has been made 20 cents 
instead of 10 cents per bushel. An increase 
of 5 per cent ad valorem has been made in 


the rate on live animals not special! ro- 
vided for. oe 


Caseine Only Dairy Change. 

The only change in the rates on articles 
coming under the head of dairy products is 
the placing of a 25 percentum ad valorem on 
casein, which was on the free list. In the 
articles listed under farm products sugar 
beets are given a reduction of 15 per cent 
ad valorem in the duty. An important change 
is that which makes the duty on hops 15 cents 
instead of 12 cents a pound. Various vege- 
table seeds, including mushroom spawn, are 
provided with specific duties instead of the 
0 per centrate. An additional cent is added 
to the 2 cent duty on cabbages. 

The Dingley rates are restored on pine- 
apples and an increase of one-fourth of a 
cent a pound in accord to lemons. 

Slight increases are made in the duties on 
fresh meats, bacon, ham, and lard. while tal- 
low is taken from the free list and assessed 
at one-half of 1 cent a pound. Except pre- 
pared mustard, red pepper, sage, and those 
not specifically provided for spices are re- 
stored to the free list. 

With the exception of the restoration of 
hard woods to the free list there is but one 
change in the lumber schedule. This strikes 
out the duty on reeds made from rattans. 


Two Changes on Sugar. 

Two changes are made in the sugar sched- 
ule. One increases the duty on saccharine 
from 50 cents per pound to 75 cents. In the 
Dingley law the rate on saccharine is $1.50 

per pound and 10 per cent ad valorem. The

It would be impossible in a brief statement 
to review all the articles under the heading 
of sundries. The changes from the house 
bill in the main are of such minor importance 
as not to require a detailed statement. It 
may be well, however, to callattention tothe 
fact that the senate committee has made 
reductions of 15 per cent on the average in 
the specific duties on hats and bonnets, which 
the house had raised in some instances above 
the Dingley rates. The senate committee 
also has struck out the house paragraph in 
regard to gloves and has restored the rates 
in the existing law. 

The senate committee also has added to 
the sundries of the dutiable list foreign built 
yachts owned by American citizens, which 
seemed to the committee a luxury which 
might fairly pay a duty of 35 per cent. 


Antiquities on Free List. 


The free list, as reported by the senate com- 
mittee, remains nearly as it is in the ex- 
isting law. A few items have been put on the 
dutiable list, and others have been placed 
upon the free list. There is one change, 
however, in the free list which is of great gen- 
eral interest, and that is the provision in re- 
gard to free art. 

The house wisely made paintings and 
sculptures more than twenty years old free, 
and the senate committee has added to 
these works of art generally, including artis- 
tic antiquities more than a hundred years 
old. 

The senate committee has taken no action 
as yet upon the maximum and minimum 
provisions, or the administrative sections of 
the bill. They propose to report their amend- 
ments to these most fmportant features of the 
act at a later date. They have adopted this 
course because it has seemed to the senate 
commmittee of the highest importance to se- 
cure immediate action upon the tariff, and 
they feel confident that time could be saved 
by reporting the section imposing duties first, 
and the maximum, and minimum, and ad- 
ministrative features later. 


Changes on Iron Ore.. 


Iron ore probably is the most important 

article which has been restored to the duti- 
able list. A duty of 25 cents per ton, a reduc- 
tion of 15 cents from the Dingley rates, hes 
been fixed for iron ore, and the duty on basic 
slag, which also was on the free list as the 
bill was pessed by the house, is made $1 a 
ton. This reference to basic slag is an error 
in the bill, as it was intended to place basic 
slag on the free list. The reference to basic 
slag will be stricken out, probably by resolu- 
tion. 
The differential of $2 per ton between pig 
iron and scrap iron has been eliminated, but 
the duty on both pig and scrap is retained at 
$2.50 per ton, a reduction of $1.50 from the 
Dingley rates. 

The duty on bar iron has been reduced one- 
tenth of one cent per pound and the para- 
graph Was been extended to include muck 


bars. A reduction of $2 per ton has been made 


in the duty on charcoal iron. The Payne bill, 


as reported to the house, first placed a duty 


of $6 per ton on this type of iron, but the 
house adopted an amendment, which in- 
creased the duty to $10 per ton. which has 
been reduced to $8 by the senate committee. 


Increase on Structural Iron.

House to Correct Error. 

The house today adopted a resolution call- 
ing upon the senate for a return of the Payne 
tariff bill next Thursday in order that it 
might be corrected so as to preclude products 
of petroleum in the free list. During the con- 
fusion incident to the passage of the bill on 
Friday last it was believed that this provision 
was embodied in it, but it developed that such 
was not the case, although it clearly was the 
intention to include these products along 
with crude and refined petroleum.

GLOVE DUTY LAID TO BOUTELL. 


Ways and Means Member Places Re- 
sponsibility for Schedule on Chi- 
cagoan, Says Newspaper. 


Washington. D. C., April 12.— [Special. ]— 
Mentidning as its authority a member of 
the committee on ways and means,“ one of 
the Washington afternoon papers today car- 
ried a story that Congressman Henry 8. 
Boutell of Chicago was responsible for the 
glove schedule in the Payne tariff bill, which 
the senate committee on finance has seen fit 
sternly to revise. 

It also is asserted in the article that Mr. 
Boutell himself Wrote the statement credited 
to Mr. Payne in the record, in which the glove 
schedule was defended and analyzed and in 
which it was charged that the whole fight 
against it was stirred up by Chicago news- 
papers at the instigation of several great 
department stores which owned their own 
glove manufactories in Europe. . 

The article states that the schedule at first 
adopted by the committee did not include the 
huge advances which aftérward appeared 
in the printed bill and that the motion for 
the change was made in committee by Mr. 
Boutell. After this schedule had been sub- 
jected to violent attacks, in which Chicago 
newspapers took a prominent part, Mr. 
Payne, chairman of the committee on ways 
and means, taking: advantage of leave to 
print privilege, inserted in the record a 
speech in which he passed severe criticism 
on Chicago Hepa Ptment stores and Chicago 
newspapers for trying to defeat the schedule. 

It is positively charged by the committee 
member whose story here is told,“ says the 
article, that this attack was written not 
by Mr. Payne, who inserted it in the record, 
buf by Mr. Boutell, a Chicago man, who in- 
duced Mr. Payne to insert it in the record.“

NEW RULES FOR CLAIMS. 


Action Regarding Beef Men Will 
Not Apply to Other Cases 
Pending. 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 

Washington, D. C., April 12.—[Special.]— 
‘The Chicago beef packers have no reason to 
feel gratified over their escape from federal” 

* prosecution on the charge of rebating. The 
investigation made in connection with this 
charge has brought to light evidence indicat- 
ing collusion, which promises to be of great 
yalue in connection with proceedings the 
department of justice expects to take against 
the National Packing ‘company for alleged 
violation of the Sherman anti-trust law. 

The lid has been placed and hammered 

down upon the department of justice under 
the new policy of avoiding publicity on the 
ground of injury thereby to business. Never- 
theless, it is known that the letter of Attor- 
ney General Wickersham exposing the con- 
kuct of the packers in fixing fictitious and 
excessive figures upon the cost of dressed 
beef was prepared as the result of a report 
made by Assistant Attorney General Ellis 
following an inquiry he recently made in Chi- 
tago and after consultation with a repre- 
sentative of the interstate commerce com- 

mission. 
New Commerce Board Rules. 

Carrying out the suggestion of Mt. Wicker- 
scham, the commission will formulate regula- 
tions under which the railroads will be re- 
quired to show upon their books that they 
have made an effort to get at the actual cost 
bf a shipment of beef. In this way it will be 
easier to determine whether the packers are 
enjoying rebates through claiming fictitious , 

for beef which has been damaged in 
rtation. 

It is emphatically asserted by officials of 
the department of justice that the escape of 
the packers in this instance does not mean 
the adoption of a more lenient policy of en- 
forcing the Elkins anti-rebate act, the inter- 
state commerce act, and the Sherman anti- 
trust law. It is proposed rigorously to en- 
force these several laws, but to undertake 
pniy cases in which the government is abso- 
lutely sure of conviction. 

In other words, every time the attorney 
general raises his gun he proposes to have 
the bullet go straight to the heart of the bird. 
The beef packers’ case failed to have the de- 
sited certainty. But it is declared that should 
they persist in the practice objected to, with 
the additional evidence which will be ob- 

the ald of the courts will be invited. 

; is expected, however, that the mere publi- 

on of the attorney general's letter will 
cause a change of policy on the part of the 
packers and that the new regulations of the 
interstate commerce commission will insure 
strict compliance with the law. 


_ Rebate Least Important Feature. 
The rebate matter, however, after all. 
proves to have been the least important fea- 
ture of the investigation of the methods of 
the beef packers. The grand jury inquiry 
- ems to have developed an agreement in 
fixing the same alleged fictitious cost of 
dressed beef which has enabled the control of 
prices at which food should be sold to con- 
simers. How this has been done cannot be 
precisely learned, but it was dtrectly stated 
by Mr. Wickersham in his letter that the 
cadiculated cost price was in excess of the 
nal cost price. and this method made it 
—— that the chief product of the industry 
Was sold at an enormous annugl loss. This 
not believed to be the case. 
25 any event, as Mr. Wiekersham pomted [ 
out. large profits are realized from the sale 
of hides and other valuable by-products | 
Whether the packers made profit or not. 
towever, from dressed beef is beside the 
question so far as thé government is con- 
cerned. Hts interest Hes in preventing any 
agreement between the packers in violation 
of the Sherman anti-trust law, and the mo- 
ment all information is at hand showing 
that such an agreement exists, formal pro- 
ceedings on a charge of conspiracy in re- 
straint of trade will be inaugurated in the 
courts at Chicago. 


Doesn’t Affect Other Cases. 

It was suggested today that the action 
taken in the case of the beef packers would be 
‘applied to other rebate cases pending before 
the department of justice. Comforting as 
this suggestion is to shippers and carriers 
against whom proceedings have been begun, 
It may be stated authoritatively that it will 
not be observed. 

The interstate commerce commission is 
making investigation into practices in exist- 
“ence on various lines. These practices indi- 
cate a discrimination conducted in a stealthy 
‘fashion with the obvious intent of evading 
thé provisions of the law.. It is extremely 
dificult oftentimés to obtain sufficient evi- 
‘dence to satisfy a jury that a crime has been 
committed. The commission has had agents 
in the field for months working up cases, only 
to fin@ that they fall to the ground on ac- 
‘count of.inability to obtain con visems in- 
formation. 

It is a fact, however, that the more flagrant 
‘forms of rebates have been abandoned and 
that there is general disposition on the part 
‘of carriers faithfully to observe the law. 
They feel it is to their interest to do so. So 
long as there ig business to be obtained and 
so long as it cannot be obtained save by 
concession just so long in ‘the opinion of 
officials of the commission, will discrimina- 
then be shown. 

Up to the present time the commission has 
been slow about making hard and fast the 
regulations as authorized by section 20 of 
the Hepburn act, which the attorney general 
Suggested as a basis for an order to. pre- 
@cribe the character ot the investigation to 
be made by railroads of all claims for damage 
or loss of property during transportation. 

It has felt that the wise policy to pursue 
Was to leave the matter in vague shape in 
order that expert minds might not be devis- 
ing means to get around its action without 
punishment. Now that a specific case has 
arisen, however, it is explained that regula- 
tions will be framed which will cover spe- 
Cificaliy the beef packers’ case and apply 
at the same time to similar practices in other 
industries. N

RECESS LIKELY TO BE PLAN. 


Quitting Would Give Deneen Too Much 
Power to Suit Statesmen.

Springfield, III., April 12.—{[Special J- Sen- 
ator Curtis is scheduled to remind the legis- 
lative community, including men who would 
be senator, of the passage of time and the 
nearness of legislative dissolution by Offer- 
ing a joint resolution this week for sine 
die adjournment of the assembly on May 8. 

The mere introduction of such a resolution 
will have the effect of calling thé at- 
tention of citizens who follow legislative 
events in even a careless fashion to the 
fact that the representatives of the com- 
monwealth have been in session three 
months and a half and have nothing to show 
for it. 81 

It Mr. Curtis makes good as scheduled his 
action, no matter how it be received by me 
assembly, will provoke additional activity 
on the part of persons interested in bills 
by bringing them to the realization that 
the legislature is neating the time usually 
set for its dissolution. 


No Adjournment Probable Soon. 

There is no probability of an adjournment 
being had on May 8 and not much of an 
adjournment being taken at all this spring 
or summer. ‘There is a strong probability 
that the legislature will vote itself a vaca- 
tion beginning any time between the middfe 
of May and June. To adjourn would put 
too much power in the hands of the gov- 
ernor. In case the assembly dissolved with- 
out, passing the legislation demanded of it 
by the administration, without doing any- 
thing with the deep waterway proposition, 
without making asylum reorganization pog- 
sthle. Ind without the election of a United 
states senator, Gov. Deneen undoubtedly 
would call an extra session. 

Because of the salary act passed by the 
assembly last year, he can do this without 
causing much additional expense to the 
state. The members now are drawing 82.00 
for two years’ work, instead of $1,000 a ses- 
sion with per diem in case of special ses- 
sions. 

If Mr. Deneen called the legislators back 
he could limit the subjects possible for them 
to consider and this gives him control over 
legislation by restriction. 


Keep Rights by Recess. 

Simply by taking a recess, as was done two 
years ago, the legislature retains all its pre- 
rogatives, including the right to start any 
kind of legislation on any kind of subject, 

Mr. Deneen and Mr. Lorimer could enable 
the legislature to reach a satisfactory sine 
die adjournment in the course of six weeks 
if they could agree on a candidate to take 
Mr. Hopkins’ seat. Mr. Deneen says noguch 
candidate can be found. Mr. Lorimer has 
hopes that one may be, but the governor in- 
sists that no one can afford to take Hopkins’ 
seat, and that no substitute can be found. 

Mr. Lorimer, being hopeful and optimistic 
by nature, will continue his endeavors to 
bring Mr. Deneen to another frame of mind 
regarding the situation, and is expected to 
renew his justly celebrated midnight confer- 
ences with the governor as soon as he returns 
to Springfield. 

Mr. Hopkins, being also hopeful and opti- 
mistic by nature, has added former Senator 
Orville F. Berry to his staff, and, according 
to reports.in Springfield, has made him chief 
organizer of the Hopkins cause. 


Berry Is Hopkins’ Staff No. 3. 

Mr. Berry, Mr. Hopkins, Roy O. West, C. H. 
Hitch, and the governor are scheduled for 
a conference in Springfield on Wednesday, 
and after that Mr. Berry is expected to take 
active charge of the Hopkins field work. Mr. 
Berry has the reputation of being a good or- 
ganizer, being nimble of wit, quick on his 
feet, ready with his tongue and extremely 
plausible.

Mr. Berry conducted the governor's case in 
the almost contest brought in behalf of Adlal 
E. Stevenson. During his senatorial career 
he was first aid to the injured whenever the 
old senate organization, of which he was a 
prominent and distinguished member, needed 
any oratorical bandages. 

Mr. Hopkins’ first general staff was com- 
posed of federal office holders, who have been 
required by Washington departments since 
then to keep out of Springfield.

HARDING WINS POINT IN-SUIT. 


U. S. Supreme Court Denies Corn Prod“ 
ucts Refining Company's Petition 
for Writ of Certiorari. 


The innumerable complications incident to 
the fight of George F. Harding, veteran law- 
yer and real estate man and father of Ald. 
Harding, to have the Corn Products Re- 
fining company declared a Standard Oil 
trust and therefore illegal were straightened 
out in some small degree yesterday when 
the Supreme court of the United States de-. 
nied a petition by the company for a writ of 
certiorari. | 

The trouble started in 1807, when the-Glu- 
cose Sugar Refining company absorbed seven 
refineries, and Mr. Harding started a legal 
fight which netted him $500,000 worth of 
stock. A few years ago, after a battle with 
eastern refineries, said to have been con- 
trolled by Standard Oil interests, another re- 
organization was attempted. The Corn 
Products Refining company was formed to 
take over the Corn Products company and 
other interests. Mr. Harding fought this, a 
suit being instituted in the name of the Chi- 
cago Real Estate Loan and Trust company, 
as one of the stockholders of the Corn Prod- 
ucts company. * * a 

The defendants succeeded in having thie 
suit transferred into the federal courts, and 
Mr. Harding started another suit in his own 
name. Judge Landis enjoined the proseeu- 
tion of this second suit, but the Circult Court 
of Appeals reversed Landis and Mr. Harding 
was given leave to dismiss the first suit and 
prosecute the second, The defendants then 
petitioned the Supreme court for the writ 
of certiorari to take the point still further. 

Mr. Harding had not returned from Wash- 
ington in the evening, but his associate, W. 
J. Ammen, promised that the case would de 


pressed vigorously. 
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INTERURBAN TRAINS CRASH 


Two Fast Trains Telescoped and 
Many Passengers Are Hurt. 


TWO IN A CRITICAL STATE, 


Wreck on the Chieago and South Bend 
Line Near Gary. ; 


Two men were so seriously injured that 
they may die, eight others were badly hurt, 
and a score of passengers received painful 
cuts and bruises in 4 collision between two 
limited trains of the Chicago, Lake Shore and 
South Bend interurban line at Cavanaugh, 
two miles west of Gary, yesterday. afternoon.

National Chairman Hill in 
Conference with Local Re- 
publican Leaders. 


A. J. HOPKINS NOT THERE. 


Belief Expressed That Breaking 
of Deadlock on Senatorship 
Was Discussed. 


Chairman John F. fim of the Republican 
national committee came to Chicago yes- 
terday morning. At 2:30 o’clock in the after- 
noon he was headed for Washington follow- 
ing a conference in which all of the Repub- 


lican organization leaders in Chicago were 
present. 


The reports which followed a luncheon at 
the Chicago club, at which Fred W. Upham 
was the host, have widely different angles, 
and politicians last night were much ‘at 
sea as to what actually happened, although 
the en ce is strong that something out 
of the ordinary occurred. 

One story is that Chairman Hill, who lately 
succeeded to the first place on the Republican 
national committee, said in substance to the 
Cook county leaders: 5 

Illinois practically is without representa- 
tion in the senate at Washington. The sec- 
ond city in the United States and the third 
state in the union is entitled to have active 
representation in the senate during the com- 
ing crisis over the enactment of the tariff 


bill.“ 
Wants Deadlock Broken. 

This statement Chairman Hill is declared 
to have followed with a plea to the organiza- 
tion leaders to get together, settle the dead- 
lock at Springfield at once, and get a sena- 
tor at the national capital to represent the 
illinois interests during the pending tariff 
battle. 

The assertion was made that the I)linois 
Republicans sitting at the luncheon table 
expressed the opinion that the deadlock can- 
not be settled until Albert J. Hopkins with- 
draws from the race, and that he will not 
withdraw until word comes directly from 
the White house that the time for such ac- 
tion is overripe. 

These were at the Upham luncheon: .Chair- 
man John F. Hill of the national committee; 
William Hayward, its‘ secretary; Corpora- 
tion Counsel Edward J. Brundage, District 
Attorney E. W. Sims, County Chairman 
Charles W. Andrews. State Chairman Roy O. 
West, Postmaster Daniel Campbell, Mayor 
Fred A. Busse. Collector John C. Amés had 
heen invited, but was absent, in attendance 
at the funeral of former Congressman Wal- 
ter Reeves at Streator. 


Another Story Is Told. 

This is the other story: Chairman Hin 
came out from the east to look over the na? 
tional headquarters, which have been estab- 
lished permanently in the First National 
Bank building. In honor of the first visit 
of the new national committee chairman 
Mr. Upham, who is western treasurer of the 
national committee, invited to luncheon rep- 
resentatives of tht Republican organization 
in city and state. It will be noted that Mr. 
Hopkins was not among those present. * 

It is declared emphatically that the sen- 
atorship was not discussed, that Chairman 
Hill said nothing about the senatorship, and 
that no opinions were volunteered concern- 
ing the outcome of the deadlock. 


Busse Stands Pat for Hopkins. 

Mayor Busse was asked if he had indicated 
that the Hopkins cause is a lost cause. 

“TI have never said so and I never will. I 
am pledged to Hopkins, and I will stand pat 
regardless of all nation’! committees, com- 
binations, or anything else. I would not sup 
port my best friend against Hopkins after 1 
have given my word in the manner I have,“ 
said the mayor. 

**I was at the luncheon but a few moments 
—just long enough to express my regret 
that official duties made it necessary for me 
to leave at once. I am certain Hopkins was 
not disposed of officially by that luncheon 
party. I do not gee that it is any business 
of the national committee, anyhow.”’ 

Busse Against Boutell. 

The report was out that Congressman Henry 
Sherman Boutell had been mentioned as 
a candidate for the senatorship for the set- 
tlement of the deadlock. From what Mayor 
Busse said, it is beyond dispute that if Con- 
gressman Boutell gets] into the senatorial 
running it will be without the aid or consent 
of the north side Republican organization, 
which the mayor heads and from which Con- 
gressman Boutell hails. The flat and definite 
statements of Mayor Busse would tend to set 
at rest all talk of Congressman Boutell as a 
dark horse. 

Fred W. Upham departs for Washington 
this morning. .The legislators depart for 
Springfield tonight. No settlement of the 
deadlock is in sight, according to men who 
are in close touch with tHe situation at 
Springfield.

CITY MOURNS FOR PEPROSINO |

Thousands Attend Funeral of 
Slain New York Detective. 


— 


MAYOR M’CLELLAN PRESENT. 


Solemn Procession Six Hours in Pass- 
ing to the Cemetery. 


New York. April 12.—[Special.]—Capricious 
New York elected to pay the body of a lieu- 
tenant of detectives on the way to the grave 
today honors almost equal to those tendered 
in times. past to the illustrious dead of the 
nation. Between 7.000 and 8,000 men walked 
before or behind the hearse that bore the body 
of Joe Petrosino through néarly five miles of 
streets. 

The crowds not only thronged narrow Mul- 
berry street, where every tenement was 
crowded with people of the same nafivity as 
the murdered detective, but Fifth avenue 
from Washington square to Fifty-seventh 
street was filled an hour before the first 
mounted policemah in the long funeral pro- 
cession appeared. # 

The whole city was kin during the hours the 
body of the plain lieutenant of detectives, who 
died in his duty, was passing. 


Cortege Starts at 10:30 O'Clock. 

It was 10:30 when the hearse drew up before 
the shabby doorway in Lafayette street. As 
the casket was borne out a police band of 
fifty. pieces statfoned a few steps up opened 
the first rich chords of “ Nearer, My God, to 
Thee, and all within hearing, even - upon 
the roofs of factories across the street, bared 
their heads with a single motion. 7 

After the widow and other near relatives of 
the dead man had been shut in their carriages 
the hearse started up Lafayette street for the 
church. 

When the sermon had been finished the 
pallbearers took the body back to the hearse 
and the long funeral procession got under 
way. This was a few minutes after noon; it 
was near 6 o'clock when the long journey to 
the grave was completed. 

The first of the detachment to move ahead 
of the hearse were troops A and B of mounted 
men, four abreast from sidewalk to side- | 
walk, with Inspector Schmittberger at their 
head. Then came flags and mounted men 
with the color guard, and the rest of the 
mounted squad, troops C and D. 


Firemen Swing Into Line. 

As soon as the shining flanks of the police 
horses had passed Spring street a detach- 
ment of firemen with Chief Croker walking 
at their head swung into line from a position 
below the church, 350 firemeninall. Inspec- 
tor McCafferty, head of thg department at 
300 Mulberry -street, under which Petrosino 
had worked, headed a regiment of 1,200 po- 
licemen that swung into columns of fours 
from their position along Mott street, oppo- 
site the church. 

Then six biack horses with trappings of 
white that trailed the cobbles drew the car- 
riage ot the dead. There followed threecar- 
.Tiages with curtains tightly drawn and an- 
other in which rode Commissioner Bingham, 
Mayor McClellan. and A. R. Massiglia, Ital- 
fan consu! general. 


Many Fraternities in Procession. 

But what was to little Italy onthe east side 
the most dazzling and most essential feature 
of the procession followed after the lon 
lines of policemen and firemen had pass 
This was a march of fraternities. After the 
bands of the Sixty-ninth and the Seventy- 
first regiments came the first of the sixty so- 
cieties in line. 

It was a sounding of dirges and a shuffling 
of thousands of feet on quieted streets up to 
the Fifty-ninth street approach to Queens- 
boro bridge. There the regiments and police 
afoot fell out behind the many Italian socte- 
ties. With a full contingent of mounted men 
still leading the cortége crossed the bridge 
and passed through Long Island city to Cal- 
vary cemetery. . 


SHIPPY GIVES INSPECTORS 
CLEAN BILL ON GAMBLING. 


Chief Believes Men Are Doing Best to 
Sit on Lid, Which He Declares Will 
Remain Down Tight. 


Chief of Police Shippy announced yesterday 
that so far his investigation by specially as- 
signed detectives of the conduct of police 
inspectors in reference to gambling in the 
past has failed to disclosé any wrong doing 
on their part. He said reports received from 
his inspectors indicated that they have been 
doing their best to keep down gambling, and 
that they are not to be blamed for the exist- 
ence of the gambling places closed by State's 
Attorney John E. W. Wayman. 

He said his fixed policy will be to keep a re- 
pientless watch upon gamblers in Chicago, 
and that any of his critics who will show: 
him a place where there is open gambling 
may have the pleasure of seeing it closed if 
they will make a report to him. 

„ Gamblers have played their last tune in 
Chicago while I am at the head of the police 
department,”” he said. ‘* The lid is on tight 
now, and’ it will stay on if it takes every po- 
liceman in the department to sit on the lid. 

“So far as State's Attorney Wayman is 
concerned, I hope he finds more gambling. 
If he needs more policemen for the purpose, 
be will fidd me ready to assist him. Sergeant 
Chatt, who wae with him in the raids last 
Friday night, is a good policeman. I wish 
there were more like him in the department. 

I don’t want it understood that I am try- 
ing to stop women from playing whist for 
china. It is beyond the bounds of common 
sense to expect me to go breaking into the 
private homes, where the head of the family 
is engaged in a friendly game of poker with 
his next door neighbor. Neither am I out 
hunting for the girls at the cigar cases in the 
hotels who shake dice with.drummers for 
cigars. I do not intend to dignify such a pro- 
ceeding by the name of gambling and waste 
the energies of the police department in 
chasing will-o'<the-wisps supplied by people 
whose wits are ‘wool gathering. There are 
plenty of matters in Chicago which demand 
the vigtlance of the police department far 
more.“ ‘

COMES BACK AT ROOSEVELT: 
DECLARES REPORT CORRECT. 


Le Journal Correspondent Says He Is 
Prepared to Prove He Interviewed 
Ex-President with Accuracy. 


PARIS, April 12.—Theodore Roosevelt and 
a correspondent of Le Journal are engaged in 
a controversy regarding the veracity of the 
correspondent. Le Journal sent its repre- 
sentative to Naples to see Mr. Roosevelt, and 
subsequently the paper published a long in- 
terview with the former president of the 
United States which was widely copied. 

Arriving at Port Said last Friday, Mr. 
Roosevelt sent a cablegram to.a Paris paper 
saying that he had given. no such interview. 
This was published, together with the asser- 
tion of the correspondent that he talked half 
an hour with Mr. Roosevelt and that the text 
of the interview as given was strictly accu- 


rate. 

This denial reached the eye of Mr. Roose- 
velt at Suez, and he has again cabled Paris 
reiterating his denial and characterizing the 
interview as an impudent fabrication with- 
out a particle of foundation.’’ He says also 
that he never saw tge correspondent of Le 
Journal. 

The correspondent has replied with a new 
affirmation of the truth of the interview and 
declares that he is prepared to bring further 
proof of his veracity. 


CUNARD CO. SHY DIVIDENDS. 


Steamship Concern Managers Say That 
United States Financial Disturb- 
ance Accounts for Conditions. 


LONDON, April 12.—The Cunard Steam- 
ship company, like the German steamship 
| lines, has suffered heavily from the depres- 
sion in the shipping trade, and will be unable 
to pay a dividend. ‘The company’s report. 
which has just been issued, shows a profit of 
31.475.180, which, Nowever, is not sufficient 
to meet the depreciation in ships and prop- 
erties, necessitating the company’s drawing 
on the reserve fund for expenses. The report 
explains that the financial! disturbance in the 
United States completely disorganized west- 
bound third class traffic, the number of 
third class passengers landed in the United 
States in 1908 being only 335,000, as com- 
pared with 1. 116.000 in 1007.

EW HARBOR PLANS OFFERED 


Commercial Club Favors Pier at 
Foot of Chicago Avenue. 


AGAINST SOUTH SIDE DOCKS. 


Summary. of Hopes for Beantification 
of Lake Front Is Presented. 


A new plan for harbor development was 
made public yesterday in the publication of 
the complete report of the harbor commis- 
sion. Practically all the contents of the 
bound volume have been,made public from 
time to time, but a notable exception to the 
rule was a communication from the Com- 
mercial club containing a recommendation 
for the construction of a branched pier at 
the foot of Chicago avenue. 

This proposition was submitted as a sub- 
stitute for recommendatſons that a harbor 
be built between Sixteenth and Forty- first

The recommendation and argument for a

| oe believe that no harbor should be de- 
signed for the water front of Chicago which 
dees not take advantage of our greatest 
water front asset—viz.: the fact that the 
waters of Lake Michigan are shallow for a 
long distance from the present shore line. 
Long and ample harbors can be created for 
Chicago by e¥tending piers straight into the 
lake. They can be progressively developed 
‘as ed. 

„In our plan for the lake front two great 
piers one and one-half miles long have been 
indicated extending into the‘lake south of 
Chicago ayenue and north of Twenty-second 
street. The depth of the water at the end of 
these piers is about thirty feet. The depth 
of the water at the present four mile crib is 

hirty-eight feet. 

8 We * e — outer harbor to consist of a 
long pier projecting into the lake at or south 
ot Chicago avenue, with lateral piers extend- 
ing therefrom in a southerly direction. Such 
a harbor is entirely feasible. It provides 
ample facilities near the river mouth with- 
out interfering with the use of the shore line 
of the Lake Shore drive and Lincoln park as 
a pleasure ground for the people.” 


Summary of Lagoon Plan. 

The summary of the club’s lagoon plan 
was contained in these paragraphs: 

“The population of Chicago which résides 
north of Chi¢ago avenue hag free and ample 
access to the lake front. No parks in the 
world are used more in proportion to their 
area or Lineoin park and the Lake Shore 
drive. A large proportion of the population 
of the city resides south of Twelfth and north 
of Fifty-first street, and have no easy ac- 
cess to the lake, being cut from it by the 
Illinois Central railroad. The people need a 
lake front park. 

“The plan for the outer parkway extending 
from Twelfthistreet to Jackson park provides 
a strip of lawn and trees and shrubs ad- 
jacent to and east of the Illinois Central 

ht of way. This strip of shore park is 
ounded on the east by a lagoon available 
for pleasure craft, east of whic is a wide 
| parkway, with opén_meaddwe and ample 
park facilities. Af intervals fixed bridges 
connect this parkway with the east and west 
streets of the sopth side.”

Early in the year Senator Root warned 
the Republican leaders not to make war 
on Gov. ‘Hughes. He invited their at- 
tention to his proved strength with the 
people and the desirability of their work- 
ing in harmony with him for the good 
of the party. At the same time the sena- 
tor spoke disparagingly of the direct pri- 
mary legislation with which the governor 
had become identified. As far as was 
then known it was the one measure on 
whose enactment into law he had eet his 
heart. 

The bosses seem to have interpreted 
Mr. Root’s remarks as meaning that in 
this one matter of the direct primary they 
were at liberty to knife the governor.

not intimately acquainted with the laws of 
succession of the score of sovereign states 
into which their empire is divided, to under- 
stand why it is that in some of them mor- 
ganatic offspring should be considered as 
qualified to succeed to a throne, while in 
other instances their parentage and ancestry 
is looked upon as barring them from the 
crown, 
2 speaking, tt may be stated that as 
a general rule morganatic progeny are ex- 
cluded when there are other male heirs evail- 
able, and are accepted when their exclusion 
would otherwise mean an extinction of the 
line. The present reigning grand duke of 
Baden is descended from a morganatic union 
between Grand Duke Charles Frederick and 
Caroline Geyer, who was not even of noble 
birth, and until young Princess Maximilian 
of Baden gave birth three years ago to a little 
boy a project was under consideration of 
raising young Count Rhena, the son of Prince 
Charies of Baden by his morganatic mar- 
riage to Baroness Rosalie Beust, to the rank 
of a prince of the blood, and to proclaim him 
as ultimate heir to the throne, in order to 
avert the extinction of the line.

Claretie, however, who is an exceedingly 
shrewd man of the world, possessing a more 
extensive acquaintance witg Paris and with 

ts people, espécially of liffrary men and 
tage folk, than any other member of the 
nch ac 2 refused to bite at the bait, 
and contented himself with stating that when 
Rostand had completed writing the play he 
would be glad to read the manuseript. 

Rostand seems to have considered this in 
the light of lese majesty, and did nat hesitate 
to proclaim far and wide that in his eyes the 
request on the part of Claretie to actually 
„read my manuscript ’’ was equivalent to an 
insulting rejection thereof. Rostand, who 
at the time when all this took place had not 
written a word of the drama in question, and 
had not even intimated what portion of the 
Faust ce he proposed to embody in 
| his play, was so beside himself with indigna- 
tion that he went to the premier and to the 
minister of fine arts in order to demand that 
they should discipline Claretie and call him 
severely to order, Claretie being, as 8 
general of the leading national theater, 
government official. 


All this, however, 8 5 wholly in keeping with 
Rostand’s melagomania, ot which he gave so 
striking an instance when, on selling his 
house in Paris some years ago, he caused a 
new entrance to be built for the purchaser, 
binding the latter to restrict himself thereto, 
and then walled up the entrance which he 
himself had been in the habit of using so that 
no one should ever pass through it again. | 
He even caused an inscription to be placed 


above the walled up doorway, intimating that | 


it had been used by himself during his occu- 
pancy of the building. This is only one of 
many hundreds of similar manifestations of 
the incredible vanity which mars the un- 
doubted talents of Rostand.

In the brief introduced dy the sheriff the 
Citizens’ association was charged with un- 
fairness, accused of offering unreliable state- 
ments as evidence, and declared to have 
failed to-substantiate charges. 

Last February the Citizens’ association, 
through its secretary, Shelby M. Singleton, 
charged that the sheriff had profited illegal- 
ly during 1908 to the extentof about $80,000 
in connection with the feeding of prison-

Ownership of American Roads 
Held by 430,000 Persons, 
an Increase of 74, 178. 


That the effect of the panic on the rallroads 


should be measured by the loss of 6330, 000.000 


in gross earnings and $129,340,460°in net 
earnings, as compared with the previous * 
Instead of 8104. 000,000 in gross and 8111.0 
006 in net, as set forth in the preliminary 
port of the interstate commerce commission 
for the year ending June M 1908—is the con- 
clusion reached by the fourth annual report 
of the bureau of railway news and statistics 
in the introduction issued yesterday. 

This statement, made by Slason Thompson, 
manager of the bureau, is based on a table 


' giving the earnings for the year ending Nov. 


30, 1908, when the full effects of the business 
depression were in operation, as compared 
with the preceding twelve months. This 
avoids what the railroads have called the 
error of the commission of including some of 
the most prosperous months in railway his- 
tory, the last six months of 1907; in the same 
year with the lean months that followed. 


Loss Under Two Cent Fares. 

In another part of the report the 2 cent 
passenger fare legislation is said to have 
caused a loss of $25,000,000 in gross earnings 
although more passengers were carried. This 
ig accounted for by a reduction in average 
receipts per passenger mile on 94 per cent of 
the mileage from 2.014 cents in 1907 to 1.942 
in 1908. 

The figures of passenger traffic presented 
show 804,255,537 passengers carried, an aver- 
age of 33.57 miles, by 856 roads in 1908, 
against 873,905,133, an average of 51.72 miles, 
in 1907. The receipts are calculated at 082 
cents less a. mile in 1908 than in 1907. A 
comparison shows that where the passenger 
travel has increased 192 per cent in twenty 
years the passenger revenue has increased 


only 140 per cent. 


The heavy loss in net earnings is partly at- 
tributed to the expenditure of approximate- 
Ty $32,000,000, made necessary by arbitrary 
innovations in accounting methods and re- 

uirements in regard to the hours and céndi- 

ons of labor of certain classes of em- 
ployes. 


Progress in Twenty 
An exhaustive table is given — the 


remarkable progress in railway conditions in 


the last twenty years. According to this, 
while the main line mileage has increased 68 
per cent, the mileage of all tracks has in- 
creased 95 per cent. 


» The net capitalization has increased 76.5 


per cent, but it is only 9 per cent a mile more. 
The railways carried 189.5 per cent more pas- 
sengers a mile and 260 per cent more tons 
of freight a mile than in 1888. 

The average passenger receipts a mile have 
decreased 16.9 per cent and freight receipts 
a mile nearly 25 per cent. In the same period 
the number of employés increased 122 per 
cent and their compensation increased 178 
per cent, Taxes were 213 per cent greater. 

Three hundred and fifteen roads report 
315,727 stockholders for the fiscal year, an 
increase of 74,173 over the previous year. 
Based on these returns, it is estimated that 


the ownership of American railways is di- 


vided among 430,000 stockNolders.
